The only lead we can offer is a report received several months ago to the 
effect that Aurel^fcfSZAY, notorious Hungarian IS and Italian 13 double. 
agent, is in contact with GID (aio) Trieste and that he wa^reque sted by 
EaenTto suggest a good Hungarian contact man in the area. LI3&AY referred 
this request to General ZAEO, with whom he is also in contact. 

5. Another possibility Is that Iasalo HGRY, KARO'S assistant in 
Innsbruck, may be in contact vith B.S, agencies In Trieste through refugee 
Yugoslav groups, HQRX was a Hungarian agent in Yugoslavia during the war, 
In touch with MIliAILOVIC f s 6-2, and is believed now to be in contact with 
fanner intelligence personnel in the Royal Yugoslav Intelligence Service 
In Italy.
